Died, in Dover, N. H. Exizazneta Greennarcn, 
the consort of Rey. Thomas Greenhalch, a minister of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, lately from England. 
Her illness was attended with circumstances of a dis- 
tressing nature, that were well calculated to test her 
religious profession; but, in the midst of great bodily 
suffering and extreme pain, she exhibited a beautiful 
picture to all around her, of Christian fortitude and 
meek resignation to the will of Heaven. Her last 
moments exemplified what she had professed fur many 
years, and proved that she had, indeed, partaken 
largely of tue grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. The 
character of our sister, as given by him who best 
knew her and whose loss strangers cannot realize, is, 
in substance, as follows. 

Sister Greenhaich was brought in early life to the 
knowledge of the truth as it is in Jesus under the in- 
fluence of the Wesleyan Methodists in England. A 
Short tine after her conversion, she was critically situ- 
ated; being left with a widowed mother, alone and al- 
most unprovided for, to the mercy of a cold heartless 
world. But such was the bright example of filial 
piety, regard ‘and love which she evinced to her dis- 
consolate, lone parent, that it became proverbial in 
the neighborliood where she resided. She was her 
mother’s chief support in the last stage of her weari- 
some pilgrimage upon earth, and accompanied her in 
her travel quite down into the dark valley, smoot!

It was occasioned by the execution of Hor- 
ace Carter, for the wanton commission of a crime, 
which, for the greater security of the defenceless, has 
been declared by the laws of the land, worthy of death. 
This was the last of a long series of crimes, which had 
marlsed the life of the remorseless culprit—a series o- 
riginating as the writer lias shown, in the want of pa- 
rental restraint. L. 

The importance of family government is forcibly 
urged from the preceding narrative. This is one of 
the first and most important duties of parents to their 
children. Without it, all other attempts for their im- 
provement will be but partially successful. It should 
be commenced early—much earlier than usual. In 
it, tenderness should be united with firmness. Per- 
suasion should have its perfect work. Promise of re- 
ward should be more relicd on than threatening of 
punishinent. But though punishment, in order to be 
salutary, should be seldom inflicted; still puaishment 
will be found necessary. The human heart is deprav- 
ed; and we have evidence of this fact in the froward- 
ness of children. This frowardness must be met by 
parental restraint and correction. Divine Wisdom 
asserts, that though ‘ foolishness is bound in the heart

bim;” and that “he that spareth the rod hateth his 
child; but be that loveth him, chasteneth him be- 
times.” I do not, however, plead for a severe and 
uomerciful discipline. The object to be attained is 
the curbing of the froward disposition. When this is 
obtained, all further punishment is unnecessary, and 
injurious, and cruel. Stiil J insist that this conquest 
must be obtained—by persuasion, if you can, but by 
compulsion, if you must. For if a child be not gov- 
| erned at home, he will be emboldened to violate the 
\ laws of the school, of the country, and of God. It 
should further be remembered that children are ra- 
| tional beings, though reason in them has not arrived 
| to full maturity. And they should hence be made to 
| see, if possible, a sufficient reason for every restraint 
and punishment which you impose on them. 

Parents ought often and deeply to reflect on the 
case of Eli. He witnessed the ruin of his children; 
and to augment the bitterness of his grief, he was as- 
sured by God, that their ruin was, in a measure impu- 
table to himself. Now what was his crime! He was 
not censured for neglecting to instruct or reprove his 
children. It were to reflect still more severely on 
him, to suppose, that a public minister of religion, as 
he was, either suffered his children to grow up in ig- 
norance, or neglected to reprove them for their faults. 
} What then was his crime? ‘His sons made them- 
selves vile, and he restrained them not.” This was 
the fault. Probably be neglected to early fix in their 
minds a due reverence fur his authority ; ‘afterward, 
parental partiality might blind him to the gradually in- 
creasing vices of his children; and an unwillingness 
to interrupt their present pleasure, made him neg'!ect 
i that wholesome and seasonable discipline, which was 
| necessary to secure their happiness and reputation in 
future life. Buthow sad were the consequences! 
This neglect to restrain children from vicious con- 
duct and company, is, in my opinion, the greatest 
and most common fault in family government at the 
present day. 

Children certainly enjoy greater advantages of 
knowing their duty now, than they did in the preced- 
ing age; and yet } am compelled to believe they are 
more vicious than their fathers were. And why, un- 
| less it is because of a general and criminal laxity of 

family government; and especially of a neglect to res- 
train them from vice? It is worse than useless--it is 
the height of absurdity, to tell a child that a certain 
action is improper and wicked; and after that, in- 
dulge him to it, in consequence of his grief and impor- 
tunity. It is the prostration of all authority; it is the 
perversion of all government; for it is substituting 
the caprice of the child for right and reason. By such 
concession, he learns that in future he has only to urge 
his suit, and persevere in his importunity, and he shall 
succeed in the accomplishment of his wishes--the sn- 
perior judgment, the moral principle, and the consci- 
entious scruples of the parent notwithstanding. But 
the prostration or neglect of family government, is the 
ruin of children. The providence of God has commit- 
ted children to the control of their parents, while in 
their minority, and made them accountable, ina great 
measure, fortheir conduct. And hence, obedience to 
parental governinent, should be inculcated on princi- 
ples of Divine-authority. It should be argued from 
the Bible, and be sanctified hy family prayer. Had 
Carter enjoyed the benefit of early parental discipline 
and example and prayer, he might have escaped an 
ignominious death. ° Let parents take warning.

Using the 

liberty we feel the gospel inspires our own breast with, 

and by the permission of our brethren, how often does 

zeal without knowledge carry us beyond our reason, 

judgment, and understanding; and when our fervor is 

over, how often are we left a prey to temptation, de- 

pression, and extreme mortification. We are unable 

to wield the sword of the Spirit, our authority appear- 

ing doubtful, the enemy often greatly torments us,— 

we lose much by forgetting we are females,—we for- 

get our character and condition,—assume the com- 

manding attitude, the roughness, and authority of men, 

—we arrogate to ourselves authority to say what we 
please, because our benevolent God has set our souls 

at liberty from the guilt and burden of sin. How has 

my heart been pained to hear those, who by gentle- 

ness and love should win souls to Christ, hurling bold 

anathemas against mensand women, high and low, all 

who do not come to their standard! They too often 

forget, in their zeal for God, their own character; too 
often, it is to be feared, they possess the same spirit 
the disciples did, who no doubt meant well, when 
they wanted to call down fire from heaven to con- 
sume their adversaries. 1am shocked when I see a 
tender, timid female, using such expressions and ges- 
tures, as would imply a desire that the just judgments 
of Heaven might fall on the unconverted; (and bow 
often isit thus construed by the ungodly ;) how foreign 
is such a spirit from that which a Christian should at 
all times possess ; how unlike that charity “ that hop- 
eth all things,” and esteemeth others more worthy than 
ourselves. As an individual, | often feel great reluc- 
tance in exposing the errors of my brethren, because 
they have so much good mixed with the evil; because 
they do not always run to excess, and are often sober- 
minded; because they are actually instrumental of 
doing much good. I feel grateful for the assistance 
they have afforded in my infantile state : I know they 
have borne with me, and why should | not bear with 
them; and not only so, I am attached to the Method- 
ists, as a people, to the means of grace we enjoy, 
which I conceive to be far superior to those of any 
other denomination. I have often been comforted 
and blessed by their instrumentality; I love the doc- 
trines inculcated among us, and bave it at present ia 
iny heart to live and die with them. Notwithstand- 
ing, I cannot swallow every drastic that may be pre- 
scribed by every pretender to medicine, however sin- 
cere they may be in prescribing them. I think it is 
my aim to promote truth and virtue; to take up my 
cross daily and follow the example and precepts of 
my Saviour; to have those amiable qualities, which 
not only in the sight of God are of great price, but 
also in the sig't of men. How often are the amiable 
qualities which the gospel only can truly inspire coun- 
terfeited by the unconverted, that they may have the 
esteem and love of men, and bow often does the ap- 
pearance succeed. If the appearance of amiable 
qualities will do so much, what will the reality per- 
form ? 

It is too often that young, pliant twigs are bent, and 
the grace and beauty spoiled, by a bad education; 
their spiritual doctors would inflame them with zeal, 
urge them to exhort and warn sinners, implying, that 
all their faithfulhess consisted in bearing public testi- 
mony to the truth, and that even before they are es- 
tablished in the faith, and please them with a notion 
that their talent is excellent, or that the Almighty will 
not bless them unless they do thus and so; and these 
trembling lambs are hurried on by the mistaken zeal 
and notion of others, in whom they have in their in- 
fant state almost unbounded confidence. O bow far 
is this from acting and thinking for onrselves ; in this 
we act inaccordance with natural principles, how far 
is this from being governed by a holy sense of duty. 
Scripture perverted and quoted to justify our conduct, 
and the love we feel to the cause and for the souls of 
our fellow creatures, are, we think, sufficient to justi- 
fy us in all our conduct, however out of character. 
It is a command to go out into the highways and bedg- 
es and compel them to come in. Now suppose a fe- 
male should think it her duty to accost every man she 
met in the street, warn and exhort them, and then 
quote this scripture as authority so to do, some might 
indeed be surprised and panic struck at so novel a 
thing, but what would they thiok of it when they seri- 
ously reflected on it? I would not restrain the ardent 
desire females often have, {and would to God all pos- 
sessed it,) of winning souls to Christ ; yet I would 
guard theim against bringing the pure, the lovely re- 
ligion of Jesus Christ into contempt. 
calling our friends, relations, neighbors, and some- 
times those who are hostile to us, by name in the pub- 
lic assemblies, exclaiming they are going right down 
to hell, and representing them, at least to an observer 
not acquainted with their character, as the most.aban- 
doned and wicked of mankind, calling backsliders by 
name, and exposing to the world their sins and de- 
clensions, is intolerably rude and uncivil. How justly 
bas the apostle styled the tongue an unruly member!
